_the occasion: of their visit to. this 
colony.. There was a large attend- 
‘ ance of the general. community, con- 
siderably over a hundred persons 
being presont. We shall not be | 
‘accused of disloyalty to the future. 
. King of Great Britain, or his brother; 
nor of want of respcet towards the 
body of gentlemen who met together 
yesterday for the purpose of doing the 
- Princes honor, when we characterise 


~~ the proceedings enacted at the public 


’ meeting as a gigantic farce. _We say 
_ this advisedly, with no desire to give 

- offence to ‘anyone concerned, and we 
ghall-attempt to prove our justifica-_ 
‘tion for such a sweeping: criticism on 

this latest City Hall burlesque. 

- As is well known to the whole 
‘colony, a portion of the British Fleet, 

_ ealled the Detached Squadron, has 
lately visited the Australian Colonies, 

_ Japan, &c., and is expected to arrive 
in-Hongkong on or about December , 
23rd. On board one of the vessels, 

' the Bacchante, are two young lads 
serving as midshipmen, the. Pritces 
Albert Victor and George, grandsons 

_ of Her. Majesty the Queen, sons of 
. their Royal Highnesses’ the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. It is but 
natural that’ our. Australian cousing 
should have availed themselves of the 

. visit ofthe young: Princes, to show 
their loyalty to the Crown, and their 
respect. for the Royal Family of 
Gxeat Britain, by public demonstra- 

’ tions in honor of the Royal sailors ¢ 
“ and.wa doubt not that the gragifying 
receptions accorded to the Princes 


-". . must have given great satisfaction at 


home.’ It is but right thatithe loyal 
inhabitants of this “dot on. the 
ocean” should also show themselves 
alive to the necessity for displaying 
some of ‘that boasted loyalty, which 
.\ iso ostentatiously paraded on every 
' possible -occasion, when these,. two

. Jshores., We ‘frankly admit the ne- 
cessity for this community deciding

Municipal coun- 
cils all the world over ate notoriously

although municipal addresses ond 


harangues to soy visitors have be-- 


come proverbial for their pompous 


verbosity and vulgar ‘claptrap. Tho. 


initiative in any proceedings to be 


| taken in honor of the. young: Princes 


‘should: most decidedly have.emanated 
from the’ Government. The step 
taken by a certain number of gentle- 
men who appended their signatures 
to a document requesting the Sheriff 


to convene a public meeting for the. 


“purpose of deciding in what manner 
to. welcome the Royal. sailors, ‘with-. 


out consulting the Governor was. not: 


courteous towards Her Mujesty’s Gor 
vernment. The action taken by these 
signatories—the self-constituted lead- 
ing citizens of the colony—in meet- 
ing privately the day preceding the 
public meeting, for the purpose of 


‘| electing a committee, drawing out 
| resolutions, and'in ‘fact making the 


whole of the arrangements, rendered 


‘| the public meeting nothing more nor 


less than a stupid farce. “The-public 
are solemnly convened by advertise- 


| ment. to meet at the City Hall, “ to 


consider what steps ought to be taken 
to offer a suitable welcome to their 
Royal Highnesses the Princes Albert. 
Victor and George, on the otcasion 
of their visit to this colony,” when 
asa matter of fact the gentlemen at- 
whose request the meeting was cun- 
vened by the Sheriff, had already 
assembled in private conclave, and on 
their own authority settled the whole 
business. eh ee 
The meeting at the City Hall 


_afforded a few of our leading citizens 


an opportunity of letting off a little 
of their oratorical. steam, if it did 
nothing else. To novices in the art of 
public speaking, it might be regarded 
asa sort of rehearsal for the long- 
winded orations now in course of pre- 
paration for the arrival of the wearied 
and worried lads, who, doubtless, ar- 
dently wish that meddling busybodies 
would leave them alone to enjoy their 
trip in peace and comfort. However 
tobe publicly pestered wherever they: 
gois one of theconcomitants of great. 
ness, and so the infliction must be 
borne with.as good a grace as, pos-, 
sible. On the motion of Mr. P. Ryrie 
and Mr. Ng Choy, Mr. Francis 
Snowden was unanimously voted to 
the chair, and the learned and worthy 
Acting Chief Jusiice - immediately 
improved the occasion by indulging 
in » rhetorical display, which he 
modestly enough classified as “ pré- 
liminary remarks.” -He did not say 
anything we were not previously ac- 
quainted with; but the emphatic 
manner in which he urged the com- 
munity to heartily unite and co- 
operate together, sinking’ all small 
differénces of opinion or feeling was 
slightly comical. ‘All this patriotic 
blowing of trumpets would have been 


i 
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gladly placed ‘at the disposal of the 


public: meeting, was received with 
great applause, and a Vote of thanks 
to His i eacllensy was immediately 
‘proposed, seconded, and garried with 
acclamation... 6 - cy 0 
The Ohairman then very properly 
asked if any gentleman would like to 
suggest what kind of ‘welcome we 
should give to our Royal visitors, and 
Mr. J.J, Francis proposed that the 
committee be authorisod to prepare 
& progranime of what course they 
intended taking, which would be 
| submitted to a public meeting held 
subsequently; but the proposal was 
not seconded, Mr. Ryrie, supposing 


that the business was finished, .pro- | 


posed a vote of thanks to the-Ohair- 
man, when Mr. Francis again dalled 
the attention of the meeting to the 
necessity which existed fur giving 
‘the committee appointed some au-' 
thority to.carry out‘the reqiusite ar- 
rangoments, ashe uaderstuod that a 
committee had been’ elected: without 
being empowered to do ‘anything. 
Mr. Johnson pointed. out that hig 
‘yesolution provided “ that the com- 


-mittee be authorised to draw up an 
appropriate address, and to make all | 
necessary - atrangements to give a 
pone welcome to the Princes on be- 
alf of the community,” remarked 
that an executive body numbering 
nearly 60 persons, representing all 
classes and interests in the com- 
munity might’ be safely trusted to 
draw up such-a programme as would 
rove acceptable to the community. | 
Mtr. W. Legge, with all due deference 
to Mr. Johnson’s opinions, consider-. 
ed that it would be much better if 
‘the meeting were then and there in- 
formed as to the plan the Committee 
| proposed to follow.in the style of 
entertainments to be given. Mr. 
Ryrie did not thing it possible for 
‘the committee to sdy what form the 
entertainments should take, as the 


wishes of-the- Princes themselves | 


would have to be ascertained to some 
extent, but thought Mr. Johnson’s 
observations had shadowed out that 
a considerable portion of the enter- 
‘tainment would: be of a Chinese 
haracter. The Chairman, evidently: 
wishing to throw oil on the troubled 
waters, signs of disapproval with 
these rather vague.explanations‘and 
promises being evident in the audi- 
ence, assured the meeting that the 
committee would do everything pos- 
sible to form anagréeable programme, 
and would be happy at any and 
all times to rezeive.suggestions from 
gentlemen who had any to offer. Mr, 
Francis reminded the learned Chair- 
‘man that this was not a question of 
suggestions by individuals; the com- 


. munity were entitled to be’ consulted 


—upon ‘which Captain Deane rose, 
‘and submitted that the speaker was 
out of ordér. Mr. Francis contended- 
that he was quite in order, anda 
great’ uproar ensued, the. Jearned 
barrister: carrying. the house with, 


charms for the young gentlomen,’in. 
consideration of their father being 
supreme head of the craft in England, 
‘and doubtles there will be public 
receptions,. garden-parties, banquets, 
-and. balls: at’ Government House. 
The members of the Chotal Society 
are working hard at the Pirates of 
Penzance, and we don’t think they 
will need to be subsidised, as Mr.- 
Tonnochy: suggested, in order to 
-produce an amusing: and interesting 
entertainment. . The proposed: per- 
formance at one of the Chinese thea-. 
tres might prove attractive, and the 
‘suggestion ‘is certainly worthy of 
attention. _ Z DW iapee ihe 

Although we cannot coincide with 
what has already been done, for rea- 
sons above stated, we ‘feel quite 
certain that the committee will do 
their best-to provide a welcome for 
the Princes worthy of the colony. 
We trust, however, that the business 
will not be overdone.’ The Princes 
are mere lads, and they should: be 
spared all useless coremonials, ad- 


dresses, and speech making .absurdi-
